This is to acknowledge receipt of your engineering plan modification
entitled, "Request for Modification, Slurry Impoundment No. 2, I.D.
No. 1217 OH8 0025-03, The NACCO Mining Company, Powhatan No. 6 mine,
I.D. No. 33-01159," dated September 7, 1982,

Based on the information submitted, the modification is approved
and is now a part of the approved engineering plan for design,
construction and maintenance of Slurvy Impoundment No. 2.

The request for this modification is based on the assumption that
an engineering plan modification will be submitted in the future
requesting the raising of the crest of this structure. This modi-
fication permits the elimination of placing riprap on the upstream
face of the impoundment. This modification permits a delay in
completion of the emergency spillway until the water, sediment or
slurry reaches elevation 1049.5. This modification also permits
the placing of a coarse refuse test fill area in the reservoir
adjacent to the embankment face to evaluate the feasibility of
upstream construction at this site. '

The placing of a test section requires the use of coarse refuse
generated by the preparation plant during the clearing process. The
approved abandonment plan for No. 1 Slurry Pond, I.D. No. 1211 OM8
0025-02, requires that all coarse refuse be used to fil11 the reservoir
area, This abandonment plan is therefore modified to permit the
placement of coarse refuse in this test section. Only that amount

of refuse needed for the test may be excluded from placement in the
abandonment area.

The Powhatan No. 6 Mine has taken and will continue to take
measures necessary to minimize and eliminate adverse impacts of
its operation on fish, wildlife, and related environmental values;
and to achieve enhancement of these resources where practical.
Only areas where disturbance is required has been disturbed.
Ponds control sediment to assure that effluent limitations are met.
Slurry disposal is accomplished in an impoundment that has
excellent water quality and provides outstanding water fowl and
fish habitat. Nesting boxes for migratory birds were recently
established for Canadian Geese at the No. 2 Slurry Impoundment.
As an experimental practice, this impoundment will remain as a
permanent enhancement to the environment.

Areas to be reclaimed will be covered with topsoil and
planted with seed mixtures specified in Permit D-0360, Addendum 22.
The plantings will contain open areas of herbaceous species, food
and cover plantings of trees and shrubs, edge improvements, and
travel lanes. Open areas will be scattered throughout the area
and will be between one-half and five acres in size. The area to
be reclaimed will include food and cover plantings of woody
species to break up the expansive, open areas; they will be small
and irregular in shape. As many food and cover plantings as
possible will be used. Edge improvement will create a gradual
transition zone between plant communities, creating wider edges
and enhancing the edge effect. Travel lanes will be created by
planting single rows of dense-growing shrubs or double,
alternating rows incorporating two different species of shrubs.

They had proposed direct seeding of
slurry impoundments on C=Permits and twe feet of non-toxie
material instead of four feet was negotliated by the Attoerneys.

The letter froem Elmer Schanek states the plets will be
established., It is quoted in requirement # 9 on the permit
approval page. It could nol, thersfore, satisfy the requirement.
It does not show anything as to whether this treatment (2 fest of
non-toxic) can susltain a satisfactory cover over a prolonged
period of time. The potential acidity figures in these tables is
misleading in any ecase.

The requirement (# 1) allows that the data from the test
plots established subsequent to the Schanck letter be analyzed at
the time of the midterm review. The resubmission of the Schanek
letter doss not satisfy this permit requirement,

The NACCO Mining Company (NACCO), owner of Powhatan Mine No. 6 requests a
variance from the requirement for placement of four feet of non-toxic non-combustible
material on coal processing waste as required by Section 1501 213-9-14(HNC) of the Ohio
Administrative Code. An alternative method of reclamation is presented below.

NACCO proposes to reclaim coal processing waste by covering with soil materials
that have been removed from borrow areas on the hillside adjacent to the operations.
NACCO proposes to use a minimum of fwo feet of such soil materials. This request for a
variance is based on soil and refuse sample tests which are itemized below, and our
exper ience at two nearby refuse disposal areas. '

An analysis of the soil material fo be used for cover has been performed and results
are given in Table | (Samples | and 2). Fertilization of this material will be provided
based on a standard soil analysis to determine required rates of application.

Prior o the placement of cover material, the area will be prepared in accordance
with criteria established in the Ohio Administrative Code. Once the soil material has
been placed, the surface will be scarified prior to seed application to provide the
appropriate seed bed. '

The seed mixture and rates presented in Table 2, in addition to fertilizer, lime and
mulch, will be applied by hydroseeder or mechanical spreader.

To confirm the acceptability. of the proposed procedure, soil samples were obtained
from reclaimed areas at two nearby refuse disposal facilities (Powhatan No. 4 Mine and
the Cove Refuse Site) where cover thickness was approximately two feet. Sample 3
shows no degradation of material quality while Samples 4, 5, and 6 show low pH and
corresponding high lime requirements. However; all sampling sites showed a healthy,
dense vegetative cover.

Coal processing waste qualities at Powhatan Mine No. 6 (Sample Nos. 7 and 8)
generally lie between those identified at the Cove Refuse Site (Samples 9 and 10) and the
Powhatan Mine No. & (Samples |1 and 12). Therefore the proposed procedure should be
successful at Powhatan Mine No. 6.

Based on these defined site conditions, and observed satisfactory results for two
foot cover areas, we believe that the issuance of a variance would be in order. We look
forward to your early response.

Rules 1501:13-4-05(P) and 1501:13-9-11, Ohio
Administrative Code, specifically address the permitting and
per formance requirements, and Page 18, D(18) of the revised
surface mining application requires a description of the plan for
minimizing impacts on or enhancing these resources.

The Division, after consultation with the Ohio

emphasized these are only suggestions; appropriate responses will
also be dependent upon the site-specific conditions as well as
the proposed postmining land use. The Division, however, will
expect more detailed responses regarding protection and
preservation of these resources than was previously required.

Por areas reclaimed to Cropland:

Plant trees and shrubs as fencerows between the harvested
areas to break up large blocks of monoculture. See the attached
lists of desirable species. 1Include conifers to provide cover as
well as food-bearing species.

Open areas should be scattered throughout the reclaimed area
and should generally be at least one-half acre in size but no
more than five acres. The seed mix used should include one
annual, usually an annual grass, or short-lived perennial specie
that quickly provides the initial ground cover, at least one
long-lived perennial legume, and one long-lived perennial grass
for permanent vegetative cover. Be careful not to select
herbaceous ground cover species that will out compete the woody
vegetation. See the attached lists for desirable species.

The area should include food and cover plantings of woody
species to break up the expansive, open areas. These plantings
should be small and irregular in shape. The reclaimed area
should include as many food and cover plantings as possible
keeping in mind the plantings should be small and open areas of
one-half to five acres should be maintained. A mixture of
hardwoods, conifers, and shrubs should be utilized in food and
cover plantings.

Edge improvement creates a gradual transition zone between
plant communities, creating wider edges and enhancing the edge
effect. Each individual planting area within the permit site can
be bordered by at least two or three rows of trees/shrubs. For
example, rows of shrubs can be added along an existing tree stand
to improve the edge between the trees and the reclaimed area.
Rows of conifers and shrubs can be planted along the entire
perimeter of the permit site. These should be a minimum of 50
feet wide. 1In cases where the area surrounding the permit site
is an unmined, wooded area, it would be beneficial for rows of
conifers and shrubs to be planted next to the wooded border.
Where the surrounding area is not wooded, the edge improvement
planting may also include large tree species as a further

enhancement measure. Refer to the attached list for appropriate
species. :

Travel lanes are useful to break up expanses of open areas
and provide an avenue of mobility for wildlife. They are most
valuable when they connect ponds and adjacent wildlife cover
areas to one another to form "runways® that provide easy access
to these areas for wildlife. Travel lanes generally consist of
fast-growing and spreading tree and shrub species (see attached
lists) planted in bands one to three rows wide but not exceeding
20 feet. Travel lanes can be created by planting a single row of
a dense-growing shrub, such as bristly locust, or in double,
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alternating rows incorporating two different species of shrubs.
Another method would be to include a fast-growing tree specie
along with a double row of shrubs.

In accordance with OAC 1501:13-4-12(B), The Ohio Valley Coal
Company hereby requests approval of an "experimental practice” for
the reclamation of No. 2 Slurry Impoundment. The experimental
practice involves the ability of the structure "to impound as part
of the approved post mining land use.® [OAC 5101:13-9-09%(C)(2)(a)]
The duration of this practice shall be from the time that the
structure is reclaimed for an indefinite period of time. The
reclaimed structure will provide area sportsmen with a
recreational facility in the form of a larger lake.  Currently,
several species of fish live in the bright, green water of the No.
2 Slurry Impoundment.

We believe that the proposed experimental practice will be
more environmentally protective than OAC 1501:13-4-12 in that the
covering of many acres of mine waste with topsoil from adjacent
borrow areas would deprive these large areas of their ability to
grow substantial vegetative cover. BAs can be seen in the data
presented herein, effluent limitations are met in the waters
currently discharging from No. 2 Slurry Impoundment. This
situation is not expected to change after reclamation is complete.
However, water sampling, analysis, and reporting on a quarterly
basis will continue for a period of five (5) years after
reclamation is complete. The water sampling shall indicate the
measured levels of pH, total suspended solids, total iron, total
manganese, and specific conductance. If the measured levels of
these parameters exceed allowable limits, the Division of
Reclamation will be notified immediately in order to identify
potential risks to the environment and public health and safety.
If water sampling indicates that the experimental practice is a
failure, the impoundment will be drained and will be reclaimed in
accordance with OAC 1501:13-9-09.

Sample 3
shows no degradation of material quality while Samples B, 5, and 6 show low pH and
corresponding high lime requirements. However, all sampling sites showed a healthy,
dense vegetative cover. -

Coal processing waste qualities at Powhatan Mine No. 6 (Sample Nos. 7 and 8)
generally lie between those identified at the Cove Refuse Site (Samples 9 and 10) and the
Powhatan Mine No. 4 (Samples 11 and 12). Therefore the proposed procedure should be
successful at Powhatan Mine No. 6.

The Powhatan No. 6 Mine has taken and will continue to take
measures necessary to minimize and eliminate adverse impacts of
its operation on fish, wildlife, and related environmental values;
and to achieve enhancement of these resources where practical.
Only areas where disturbance is required has been disturbed.
Ponds control sediment to assure that effluent limitations are met.
Slurry disposal is accomplished in an impoundment that has
excellent water gquality and provides outstanding water fowl and
fish habitat. Nesting boxes for migratory birds were recently
established for Canadian Geese at the No. 2 Slurry Impoundment.
As an experimental practice, this impoundment will remain as a
permanent enhancement to the environment.,

Areas to be reclaimed will be covered with topsoil and
planted with seed mixtures specified in Permit D-0360, Addendum 22,
The plantings will contain open areas of herbaceous species, food
and cover plantings of trees and shrubs, edge improvements, and
travel lanes. Open areas will be scattered throughout the area
and will be between one-half and five acres in size. The area to
be reclaimed will include food and cover plantings of woody
species to break up the expansive, open areas; they will be small
and irregular in shape. As many food and cover plantings as
possible will be used. Edge improvement will create a gradual
transition zone between plant communities, creating wider edges
and enhancing the edge effect. Travel lanes will be created by
planting single rows of dense-growing shrubs or double,
alternating rows incorporating two different species of shrubs.
Banks of streams will be restored, where disturbed, with riparian
vegetation. :
